French Pricsis, who were 
naturally much alarmed, did produce on- 
carinens, and Ied-the community to take 
Brecantions which I must say, I think, 
Were unnecessary. = - : 
There was no organized plan either to 
destroy the’ Cathedral and other property 
of the Priests, or to take thetr lives, an: 
as to any intention on the part of the po- 
pulace to visit Shamesn, nothing I shonld 
aay was farther from thelr thonghts. The 
‘ole thing atoss out of pure accident, the, 
burning of a building or mat-shed noar the 
Cathedral, and’ the refusal on the part 
of the workmen, possibly backed -by, the 
Priests, to allow the engines to play 
upoa it, Your correspondent speaks of 6 
persons having - been’ killed and many 
wounded, when in fact there was one mav 
who lout bis life and he was killed by 9 ba- 
Zonet wound, and not shot. Nothing but 

lank cartridge waa fired ; several persons, 
however, were arrested. Tho damage to 
oparty amounted to acme 20 or 30 -miser- 
able little houses which wore cither borat or 
pulled down. Nota brick of the Cathedral 
or any of the buildings within tho enclosure 
ty On the morning of the 16th 
all was quict, and no frosh outbreak has 
tuken place since, I feel cortain that wo 
shall hear no more’ of the matter. It ‘5 
ponsonse to talk of sending a gunboat up, 
and asit is far too hot for the Officers to 
enjoy themaclves here it’ would bes pity to 
take them from Hongkong. We shail bo 
very glad to see them in the cooler weathor, 
[think that we have no cocasion to fear 
anything. from the Obinese, at all events at 
night time; the many gates of the Glity, 
which ar always kept shut, would be aufii- 
clent to keep 4 mob from oongregating, and 
would prevent a march being made upon 
the Settlement; if they come at a'l, they 
must land from boate, and it is not very 
likely that that will ever happen. For my 
own part, E consider that we are just as safe 
here as you are in Hongkong, and am only 
sorry that any of the Community, espeolally 
tho ladies, should have been frightened aa 
they undoubtedly have been.

zu Tadayoshi alone, who has governed the 
provinces of Satsuma, Osumi and Hiuga, 
entertained entirely different views. These 
statements are published in many papers, 
but it is impossible to vouch for them, 

His Majesty the paper is at present

OPIUM REPORT. 


Soptr, 17, 

The quiet tone in the market for Bengal 
Opium, last noted, bas continued through- 
out the fortnight; oud although the rates 
for New Patna and Bonares were ensior for 
remittances by the direct steamers, they 
have subsequently rallied, Tho business 
of the fortnight has been on a very fair 
scale. Of tho large stock of Old Patna 
bu’ o few chests comprize the sale during 
the interval, leaving some 620 chests on 
hand (included in tho below given stock). 
The present quotations are given at $627 
to $632} for New Patna, $615 to $620 for 
Old, and $5883 to $690 for Bonares. 

With further receipts the importation for 
the month, so far, aggregate 8,998 chests 
against 4,070 chesta to the corresponding 
period last year. During the interval some 
1,100 chests have been taken by the local 
consumers, against 1,150 chests at the cor- 
responding period last yoar, This, with 
tho importations, loaves the available sup- 
ply computed at 3,300 chests, against 2,200 
same time last yoar. Of this last stated 
quantity 700 chests were Benares, of which 
kind the presynt stock comprises a similar 
quantity. 


THE CHINESE IN CUBA. 

The following is on extract from a 
letter received by Li- Hung-Chang, from 
Chén-Lan-Pin, Chinese Minister at the 
Court of Madrid :— 

As regards affairs in Cuba, according 
to the reports from the Consul General 
Liu, the various ill-treatments to which 
the Chinese bad been subjected have 
ceased and they are now aliowed to stay 
at the hotels, ride in curriages, let grow 
their queues, dress in Chinese fashion, 


Japan has had very brillisat military 
career, Although comparatively young 
he took a prominent part in the war 
by which the grandeur and sovereignty 
of the Chotes (falsely styled Midados, 
this word meaning the Sublime Power) 
wasrestered. In the Inst contest against 
the rebels Ida Yudzuru again dis- 
played remarkable energy and foresight, 
so as to justify his rapid elevation to 
the rank of a general, He spent some 
years in the Ministry for Foreign 
Affuirs, and although he is reported to 
have acquired during his short passage 
there bre good notions of European 
questions, ! much doubt the fact, con- 
sidering his almost absolute ignorance 
of cur languages. The two political 
attachés are Mr Watanabe Renkitti, 
who speaks German, and Mr Okubo 
Gakondi, who is conversant with the 
French longuage. Neither of these 
gentlemen, who are about twenty-five 
years of age, had ever before been to 
Europe. Both served their apprentice- 
ship as diplomatists in the Foreign 
Department at Tokio. For the first 
time we have here a Japanese military 
attaché, Mr 8. Tzudee, & distinguished 
young officer, who received a thorough 
military education &@ [Europienne at 
Berlin, and served in the Prussian army, 
nfter having gone through a regular 
course of study at the ‘Kenany, 

Among the Japanese guests now in 
Vienna the most prominont is Prince 
Zocougava, a brother of the former 
Zaikun, who, but for the revolution and 
the subsequent restoration of the nation- 
al dynasty, would now be tho heir 

resumoptive of the throno. It seems 
in the Far East political ideas and 
sentiments about “the right divine” 
widely differ from those which prevail 
with us in Europe. Far from feeling 
any hatred against the reigning dynasty, 
Prince Zocougava takes things very 
coolly, hashis abodesin Paris, like many 
other members of dethroned families ; 
but, unlike some, he makes no opposition 
whatever to the established order otf 
things, and entertains the best relations 
with the official representatives of tha 
Mikado’s Government, When he arriv- 
ed in Vienna he immediately repaired to 
the Japanese Legation. fay Count 
de Chambord or Don Carlos leaving his 
card at the French Embassy or the 
Spanish Legation, and wishing the Am- 
bassador to introduce him at Court.

M, Silvestre noxt procoeds to discuss the 
question of slavery in Angam sineo the 
French conquest, and shows that in many 
eases the slave cunnives with his master 
aguinst the benevolent intentious of the 
Freuch authorities, or declines to leave him 
in exchange fur the barmecide feast of li- 
berty so inesily thrust upon him; or again, 
either in his own person or those of hig 
children, serves his ¢reditor in the capncit; 
of slave. “iin tout eas si esolavage il ya, 11 
suftit do payer la dette pour reprendre in- 
stantancment sa plvine et entire Torts, car, 
je Pai etabli pins haut par des textes, la 
mise en gage duno personve o’est paa une 
vente dont le prix eat représenté par la dette, 
puisque lo cude interdit ces sortes de com- 
pensations, mais bien une fagon de rem- 
bourser pat Is travail de-la famille une dette 
contractée par elle.”

ropeans have in past times been guilty of 
inlsuman brutalities which wo have lumped 
together in the world slavery. As slaves 
were all chuttels, we haye assumed that all 
such chattels, 7c. all Jiuman beings bought 
and gold, must be slaves, ‘that is persons 
subjected to the brutalities which Christian 
and Mahomedan nations have in time past 
delighted in, The word miscreant originally 
meant unbelieyer; but as unbelievers were 
in the miserable ages of Popish nacendanoy 
synonymous with scoundrels, the word has 
now come to mean ‘scoundrels alone, So. 
with the odious: word slayery, which in 
its worst meaning’ signifies inhuman bra- 
tulities such as were. until recently com- 
mitted on feeblo races by Mahomedan and 
Chriatian scoundrels.” ‘Thotigh we ‘have 
grown ashamed of our brutalities,. the word 
bange on in our‘language os the. brand of 
‘our misdeeds, and ‘nov, after o few. years of

--a remark which we hail with satisfaction 
as bearing out what we havo ourselvos said 
above in conncetion with the word ‘ slavery.” 
‘The ‘ concubine” would appear to bo better 
off on tho whole in Aunam than in China. 

The presents given at the marringe are 
ealled by the Laotiens “the price of her 
mother’s milk.” ‘Are they the price of 
the woman?” asks M, Silvestre, who re- 
plies, “No, only presonts.” We are in 
doubt whether his feelings do not get 
the better of his judgment here, at least as 
regards tho origin of the presents. The 
English dow-purse, the German Morgengabe, 
both of which still exist, and the Greek 

are relics of the same historical 
thing. In proof of the ridiculous nal 
tho promiscuous application of tho word 
“slavery” to all purchased human beings, 
we may call attention to M. Bilvestre’s 
“isregular uniona between Europeans and 
Annamites,” and his remark: ‘je ne crois pas 
qwil existe un Frangais, [who pays the tien 
cu'd-i to the girls *md,”? just as in China the 
girls are cecasionally bought out and out by 
foreigners) qui nourrisse illusion grotes- 
quo que les quelques dollars déboursés lui 
ont aequis une eselave.” Where this traffie 
degenerates into organised prostitution, how- 
ever, the consequences become more serious. 
The conclusions to which M. Silvestre comes 
are: 

1, “Slavery” exists in Annam, but real 
sluces by this code are only those who have 
been judicially condemned, and are handed 
to subjcota for sale. Some few frontier 
prisoners ore also found in that plight. 

2, Purchased slaves, few in Annam, ate 
most rare in French territory: when disco- 
yered, they are freed, but usually prefer to 
remuin os servants or tenants, 

8, Slaves are generally kindly troated, have 
marriage rights, and, when badly treated, fly. 

4, The rights of man are known to and 
enjoyed by nearly all. 

5, Personal attachment by creditors -is 
rare ;—when it occurs, it is usually of the 
debtora’ children, ° 

6. Adoption has degenerated into a sort 
of slavery, without the benefits which the 
law gives to adopted obildren. 

7. Pawning persoms is common, full of 
abuses, and conducive to immoralty, on o0- 
count of the promiscuity in which ménials 
dwell. 

8. Tho shameful traffic in girls for pros- 
titution culla for the interference of the 
administration, . 

Whilst. reprehending the adoption of 
construction upon the promise to respect the 
Annamite customs which would give their 
vices free rein, M. Silvestro thinks it would 
be equally unwise for the administration 
to hastily suppress all those.rules on which 
is based the constitution of the family.” In 
an article on prostitution by M. Landes, 
which immediately follows, he cites, the 
case of Hongkong, and- says that: tho al- 
leged reasons for adopting boys. cannot 
apply to. the caso of girle:. ‘on no peut
